HIGHWAY COPS TO

In conformity with indications for 
the vote in Adams county, state-wide 
reports indicate th a t the adoption of 
the biggest commonwealth issue be­ 
fore the voters, the $50,000,000 Kigh- 
way bond issue, was passed in Tues­ 
day's election, by what is believed to 
be a real m ajority. 
The new bond money, when made 
available by action of the next legis­ 
lature, will cover the cost of com­ 
pleting the improvement of roads em ­ 
braced in the highway system, it is 
said. 
Conversion of the people of the 
rural districts to the good roads cause 
is said to have come with the wider 
use of automobiles and dem onstra­ 
tion of the value of improved roads 
in 
transporting 
m arket and farm 
products to the consumer and to ship­ 
ping points. 
In this connection, it is cir cd that 
the first proposal for a road bond is- 
sue, subm itted to tho people ten years 
ago, was defeated by rural opposi­ 
tion. 
Five years later, in 1918, the 
authorization of a $50,000,00*) road 
bond issue was voted, and the exten­ 
sive building program begun. 
In Tuesday’s election an additional 
$50,000,000 was voted, thus enabling 
the 
.State to double 
the 
amount 
through bonding. 
Despite 
prem ature 
apprehension 
that political leaders in Philadelphia 
would oppose the issue, last minute 
instructions dispelled the fear when

Three-quarters of an hour passed 
before the second return was received 
at the commissioners’ office.

turns, and here 
Democratic 
candi­ 
dates were given majorities. The un­ 
official count of Mt. Pleasant 
town­ 
ship, No. I, 
followed 
its 
neighbor 
shortly after IO o’clock. 
Two of the oldest women in Adams 
county to cast their ballots at the 
municipal election were Keziah Cuff, 
colored, of 
Gettysburg, 
and 
Mrs. 
Julia Sheely, of Mt. Pleasant town­ 
ship. The former is known to be well 
over ninety years, although her ex­ 
act age is not known even to herself. 
Mrs. 
Sheely 
is 87 years old. 
This 
was the second time since women 
were enfranchised that Mrs. Sheely 
used her perogative. 
Record Vote is Cast 
That the enfranchisement of* wom­ 
en since the last municipal election 
was partly respoasible for the unpric- 
edented number of votes cast is ad­ 
mitted by leaders of both major po­ 
litical parties. 
It, is believed that in 
the avalanche of ballots cast, thost 
of the women formed no less than 35 
per cent of the whole on an average 
throughout the county. No com p a rt1 
son can be drawn, therefore, between 
the vote cast four years ago and that 
of Tuesday. However, in no election 
since 1920 when women were en­ 
franchised was the vote as large as 
in Tuesday’s balloting. 
In Gettysburg 
alone, the vote ex­ 
ceeded even the most sanguine esti­ 
mates of the party wiseacre* before 
the electiop. In all, the unofficial count 
showed that 1868 ballots were cast 
an unheard of 
figure. 
They 
were 
divided as follows: First Ward, 791; 
Second Ward, 522, and Third Ward, 
555. 
Many Spilt Tickets 
Evidences of 
ticket-slashing were 
rife in all unofficial returns received, 
regardless of the section of the coun­ 
ty from which they came. In Gettys­ 
burg. 
however, 
the 
ticket-cutteTs 
were unusually active, due largely to 
the sticker campaign of Andrew V. 
Weikert, who ran 
independent 
for 
high constable, 
opposing 
George 
Aughinbaugh, whose candidacy was 
both Republic^ and Democratic. Elec­ 
tion 
officials, 
however, counted all 
tickets bearing Mfeikert 
stickers as 
“cut”, and in many instances, “it was 
reported, that such slashing was the 
only 
variation 
from 
otherwise 
straight tickets. 
But the variation in choice of can­ 
didates was not confined entirely to 
the Republican or to the Democratic 
nominees. 
In 
some sections of the 
county, the cutting favored the Re­ 
publican candidates, while 
in 
other 
parts the Democratic nominees found 
their tallies 
boosted. 
One example 
of ticket-catting could be seen In the 
returns from Mt. Pleasant township 
No. 3. 
There, M. A. L. Trostle, Re 
publican candidate for county com­ 
missioner, was high 
man with

votes, while C. A. Hershey and Reu­ 
ben Schwartz, Democratic candidates 
fur that office, were next in line, with 
Rison G. 
tow er, Trostle’s 
running 
mate, low man with but 40 votes. Mt. 
Pleasant, No. 
3, 
is Trostle’s home 
precinct. 
Indications of 
the early 
returns 
were that the propon'd amendment to 
th* Stat* constitution 
authorizing n 
bond issue of $50,000,000 for exten 
5ion of the road building program of 
the State was being favored by the 
voters of Adams county and later re­ 
turns bore out the early ones. 
Not 
all of the election officials gave the 
vote of - the

amendment or on any of the other 
three proposed amendments

constitution, but enough had reported 
to show that the Yes vote would ex­ 
ceed the No vote by a safe margin on 
all four amendments. 
York Springs voted overwhelmingly 
in favor of the State road* loan, 66 
Yes votes being cast as against 19 No 
ballots. 
Returns from the first eight dis­ 
tricts at the 
commissioners* 
office 
showed that Trostle was 
high 
man 
for county commissioner by 143, lead­ 
ing Hershey, the pinnacle man on the 
Democratic side at that time, while 
tow er led Hershey by a margin of 22. 
Schwartz, the other Democratic nomi­ 
nee, was fourth in the running. 
Trostle 'And Lower Tie 
. 
By 11:30, twelve precincts had been 
heard from, which was two more than 
one-fourth of the total to be report­ 
ed. 
At that time, Republican candi­ 
dates for county commissioners were 
tie, Trostle and tow er each having 
927 votes by the unofficial returns as 
reported to the commissioners’ 
of­ 
fice. 
Hershey was third high at that 
time with 827 and his side partner, 
Schwartz, was trailing

As midnight approached, the groups 
around the talliers in the commission­ 
ers’ office and at Democratic head­ 
quarters seemed to increase in num­ 
bers as Unofficial returns began to roll 
in more rapidly.
